And ſince your Majeſty's Inſtances for Removing the Pretender ftom Lot- 
rain, have hitherto been Ineffectual, we take this Occaſion to Repeat our 
Humble Requeſt and Advice to your Majeſty, to Endeavour, in the moſt 
proper and ſpeedieſt manner, not only to Renew the Alliances which your 
Majeſty had with the Princes of Europe, but alſo to Invite them, and parti- © 
cularly the Emperor and King of Pruſſia, into the Guaranty of the Prore- 
ſtant Succeſſion, as by Law Eſtabliſhed ia the moſt Serene Houſe of Brunſ+ < 
wick, and to deſire them to joyn with your Majeſty, in Preſſing the Duke 
of Lotrain not to ſuffer the Pretendet to remain in any part of his Domis 
nions. | | 
And (inte the Papiſts and Nonjurors are ſo Inſolent, as not only to Support 
the Pretenders Claim to Tour Royal Crown, by their Writmgs and Diſcourſes, 
but alſo Traiterouſiy to Inliſt Men into his Service, and Send them to France, 
2we moſt humbly beſeech Tour Majeſty to Iſſue out Tour Proclamation, Promiſing 
Reward to all ſuch Perſons as ſhall Diſcover to any of Tour Magiftrates , and 
| Cauſe to be Apprehended any perſon who hath already Lifted any perſon, or hath 
been Liſted in Great Britain or Ireland, into the Service of the Pretender, or 
that ſhall hereafter Lift ny porſin, or be Liſted in Great Britain or Ireland, in- 
to the ſervice of the Pretender, or of France, or that ſhall carry any ſuch per- 
ſons Abroad. | | 
And we do further pray your Majeſty, to give your Orders to all your Ma- 
jety's Officers and Magiſtrates, to put the Laws in Execution againſt the 
Papiſts and Non-Jurors, by Taking from them their Horſes and Arms; and 
confining them to their uſual Habitations, in ſuch manner as by Law is dite- 
&ed; and that your Majeſty will be pleaſed to Requite an Exact account of 
their proceedings therein, to be Tranſmitted by them reſpectively to your 
Majeſty in Council, and to Direct the ſame to be laid before this Houſe at 
their next Meeting, |
